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rhe Future of the Republican Party,
I'as Republican party is a&s a tree whioh has
planted its roots 80 desp as not to fear the
biasts of adverse winds, If destroction
cotecd, it will be the result of internal deoay,
pol external violence, If, then, there is any
gign of weakness evident, it is the duty of the
members to look within, and see what has
cansed it. So far as the pringiples of onr
parly are comcerned, they are ita towars
of strength, It is the first aud only party
which has seized on the great progressive ideas
of the age, nnd made them its own. Itis the
only party which ia of the peopla and for the
people; apd when we talk of its overthrow,
we vonfess oursslves gkaplical as to the nlti-
mate gnccess of right, Despite the jeers of
the enemy snd the dolorous wailings of onr
wounld-be friends, the trunk of the tres, to
keep up our simile, i sound; it is only the
branches which have been weakened by a
diminution of the vital forces. A brilliant
and suocessful future s yetin slore for us,
and those whe prediot its early dissolution
forget on what it bases ils claim to popular
support.

The Republican party iz emphatioally tha
parly of labor. Its heart has ever beat in
unison with the workman. [t is his cham.
pion and frieud. Nol enly i3 it the advoests of
that great safeguard of the interests of our
fabor, protection, bui it is the only party
whioh isin favor of that great principle. Wera
it overcome, the wnll which separates the indi-
gont and starving poor of Hurope from the
thrifty and comfortablo laborer in Awerica
would be broken down. Dy competition all
wages would be redoced to a univeraal level;
and it requires no kesowledge to know whather
European labor would be elevated or our own
degraded. The sucoess of the Demooracy would
menan free trade, pauper competition, and a
Leavy fall of wages. When the comfort of
miillions depeuds on our success, when the
future progress and development of eur mighty
nation re:ts on, the decision of the contest
who can doubt but that we will succeed ! The
conntry could not spare the Republican party
now. The country could not afford to see the
prinoiples for which wecontend defeated. Thoze,
then, who talk about defeat, unless we defeat
ourselves, are prophets of evil, and their dis-
couraging predictions pasa by unheeded.

Again, the great doctrine of our party, de-
clared by Jefferson nearly a century ago, that
all men are created free and equal, i3 one
which day by day is gaining gronnd. Five
years ago it was the law that if a man was

Ten wyears ago all who opposed even
the extension of slavery, much less its con-
tinuance, were looked upon with contempt, as
fanatics, YWhat man, North or Sounth, wounld
have it renewed now ? If, therefore, by the
most decided proof of which the mind
is capable, we iee from experience that
prejudice may be overcome by education,
why should we deem it impossible or improba.
ble that what the people are not edncated up
to to-day will be favorably received by them
ten years hence ! It is well, then, for the Re.
publioan party, afier nailing to its mast the
motto “Bqual and exact justice to all men,"”
to bide its time and wait until the people are
ready for its views, As we deem the time certaio
to come, it is no abandonment of our principles,
no pusillanimity, but only wise disoretion to
avold foreing issues when unprepared, rather
than wait until time shall have done for nz
what enlightenment cannot gccomplish. Of the
great magnitude of the question there can be no
doubt.

The 3“‘_" Prinviples, therafors, whioh are
bound up in our party, and whic
vital importance to the futare greatuess of our
country, aré bulwarks on which we build up
our abiding faith o the continued life of the
Republican party. Al that is requisite for
viotory is wisdom. When, therefors, we
criticize the policy of our party leaders, we
say not a word against the party. Wi g,
good or bad, in victory or defeat, our lot ig
irrevocably cast. But believing as we do that
a correction of interoal evils will leave us
nothing to fear from exterual foes, we bave
